skilful  Phyfician  deep  into  the  Condition 
of  his  Patients,  and  difcover  to  him  the 
1  conf. p.  real  Inftruments  of  all  their  Ails :  3  For 
J?‘  the  Bile  and  Phlegm,  as  they  are  the  only 
Caufesof  Diftempers,  fo  they  alone  too 
give  the  Tindure  to  the  Skin.  There¬ 
fore  every  honed  Phyfician  fhould  be

well  vers’d  in  the  Art  of  Colouring ,  in 
order  to  difcern  aright  the  different  Com¬ 
binations  of  thefe  morbid  Principles.  I 
generally  ufe  a  large  Multiplying-Glafs , 
that  the  Hue  may  prefent  itfelf  to  my 
Eye  the  more  diftin&ly.  It  requires  a 

delicate  Perception  to  judge  nicely  in  this 
Affair ;  but  nothing  canfo  happily  ferve 
to  fleer  a  Phyfician  in  his  Procedure  for 
the  Cure1.  ’Tis,  alas!  too  common,1  Conf- 
and  our  Modern  Practitioners  too  rafhly 
fall  into  it,  immediately  to  confider  and 
examine  the  Symptoms  of  Diftempers, 
and  from  thence  draw  their  Indications  to 
proceed  in  the  Relief  of  them :  But  I 
always  take  time  to  make  my  cuticular 
Obfervations  j  even  in  Pleurijies ,  be  the 
Pain  never  fo  acute,  I  never  venture, 
perhaps  in  fome  Days,  to  let  Blood,  ’till 
I  have  taken  a  very  careful  Survey  of 
the  Complexion,  and  have  remark’d  its 
various  Colours,  Green,  Yellow,  Red, 
Purple,  Blue,  Black  2  :  Nay,  even  in  *  Ibi4. 
Apople&ick  Strokes,  I  don’t  think  it  fafe 
to  adminifter  any  thing,  before  I  have 
made  my  Superficial  Inquiries  into  the

’  Ctmf- 
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Hue  of  the  Skin :  For  whoever  has  the 
deepefl:  Infight  into  Complexions,  and 
is  there  the  moft  thoroughly  inform’d  of 
the  Caufes  to  which  Difeafes  owe  their 
Origin,  is  evidently  in  the  fureft  Way 
of  extirpating  them  *.  It  was  by  this 
acute  Skill  in  Complexions  that  the 
great  Erafjlratus  diftinguilh’d  himfelf*, 
and  by  the  Reciprocations  of  Flufhing 
and  Palenefs,  the  Ebbs  and  Flows  that 
he  obferv’d  in  the  Countenance  *  of 
Antiochus  \  whenever  Strotonice  came 
into  the  Room,  he  difcover’d  his  Di¬ 
stemper,  which  otherwife  muft  have 
made  great  Havock  in  the  Frame  of  this 
Prince,  and  let  his  Life  very  hard  2. 

Tis  a  very  happy  Difcovery  you 
make  about  the  Term  of  Life,  which 
no  PredefHnar ian  has  ever  explain’d  half 
fo  well.  You  have  made  it  demonftrable, 
that  the  Period  of  Life  is  fet ,  adjufted , 
and  tneafured  out  by  the  Number  ofLaEte-

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Organs  from  the  Infults  of  the  Bile 
there  is  no  ufe  of  them  in  any  judicious 
or  rightly  regulated  Pradice,  where 
things  are  put  under  a  rational  Condud 
in  time :  Oyls  given  at  proper  Inter¬ 
vals,  by  greatly  repreffing  the  Tumults, 
and  qualifying  the  Acrimony  of  the  bi- 
liofe  Salts,  moft  effedually  mitigate 
Pain  l.

Bleeding  efpeciaLiy’  the  Sudor  Anglican ,  or  in  any 
**  Conf.  p.  H&morrhage  4  whatever,  an  Alterant  or 

Ajlrmgent  be  thruft  in,  without  the 
praevious  Interpofition  of  aVomit  ?  How¬ 
ever  repugnant  this  may  be  to  the  Senti¬ 
ments  of  all  thofe,  that  have  pradifed 
hitherto  in  thefe  Diforders.  Above  all, 
in  Hemorrhages  ftis  certain  nothing  can  be 
done  without  this  Method;  and  if  the 

Bleeding 
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Bleeding  be  very  enormous,  the  Vomit 
fhould  be  much  the  ftronger.  I  am 
aware  that  all  Authority  is  againft 
me,  and  that  it  has  been  the  received 
Opinion  that  the  Straining,  which  is 
exerted  in  Vomiting,  rather  promotes 
the  Flux  of  the  Blood  :  But  in  the 
Cafe  either  of  Vomiting ,  or  Spitting 
of  Blood,  I  confefs  I  know  nothing  of 
more  Service  than  cleaning  the  Stomach 
with  fome  Antimonial  Emetick  r.

not  be  a  fund  of  Bile  fufticient  to  give

Smg3  Pox  fir  ft  fhew’d  it  felf  amongft  the  Arabians , 

why  an  A-  about  Eight  Hundred  Years  ago  j  and  is 
jiemfer.  '  taken  Notice  of  by  the  Phyficians  of 
that  Country  j  and  indeed  no  wonder  it 
broke  out  there  j  for  befides  the  Gluttony 
that  then  was  introduced,  at  that  lime 
the  Arabian  School,  then  the  only  fa¬ 
mous  one  for  Phyfick,  fell  into  a  very  pre- 

poflerous 
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pofterous  Way  of  Pra&ice  j  they  were 
great  dealers  in  Alterants ,  gave  Medi¬ 
cines  in  Confort,  which  were  of  diffe¬ 
rent  *  Conftitutions,  and  finaly  crowd-  *  c««/.  p, 
ed  in  great  Quantities  of  Syrups,  of  which  103‘ 
indeed  they  were  the  Inventors,  and 
which  being  very  faccharine ,  and  cotn- 
pofed  of  the  fame  Conftituent  Particles 
with  the  Bile ,  did,  no  doubt,  by  this 
Means,  lay  the  firft  Foundation  of  this 
cruel  Diftemper.  I  take  it  for  granted, 
you  mean  this  remarkable  Epoche ,  when 
People  firft  began 2  to  be  born  with  the 
Small  Pox  j  and  ever  fince  that,  I  agree  Pelf!e  l£™ 
with  you  that  the  vitious  Matter,  which  small  pox, 
brings  out  this  Difeafe  can  be  of  no  later 
ProduBioh  and  Date,  than  the  Birth  of 
the  Patient  3.  5Tis  upon  this  account  *  ibid, 
that  I  cannot  affent  to  what  a  very 
Learned  Per  fan,  and  one  deeply  verfed 
in  the  Arabian  Writings,  has  advanc’d,  '”‘l}aken‘ 
that  4  an  eminent  Arab  was  marked  with  4  mjioryof 


the  Small  Pox.  "1  his  Difafter  fell  out,  cens.^* 
by  his  Computation,  a  little  after  the 
Time  of  Mahomet,  towards  the  Middle 
of  the  Seventh  Century.  But  I  can  moft 
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evidently  demonftrate  to  the  Curieus, 
that  in  thofe  Times  there  was  fo  much 
s  Abftemioufnefs,  fo  muchUfe  of  Water, 
P.14U  hich  a  Ample  and  plain  Diet,  1  above  all 
the  biliofe  Medley  of  Syrups  not  yet 
dreamt  of,  that  it  muft  be  finaly  impof. 
fible  there  could  have  been  hoarded  up 
a  Store  of  Bile  that  would  have  been  able 
to  have  carry’d  the  Small  Pox  out  of  the 
Stomach  into  the  Habit  and  the  Skin, 
The  Anachronifm  is  indeed  very  extra¬ 
vagant  }  and  I  am  lorry  this  ingenious 
Gentleman  fhould  fall  into  fuch  an  Er¬ 
ror,  of  more  than  Two  Hundred  Years, 
in  Chronology  :  But  tis  too  common 
with  thofe  who  rely  •  too  much  upon 
Authorities,  to  go  counter  to  Nature, 
and  miftake  their  Way, 

I  cannot  but  admire  the  Obfervations 
you  make  upon  this  Diftemper,  and  what 
a  thorough  Infight  you  have  into  its 
Source  and  into  its  Appearances.  I  wifii 
you  had  not  been  fo  Ihort  in  Precepts  of 
'  fuch  Moment }  tho5  I  confefs  there  are 
Hints  enough  for  an  intelligent  Perfon  to 
improve  upon.  You  happily  remark, 
i  conf.pt  that  by  a  Vomit  *  rightly  interpos’d,  the
